
1« Bulganin advanced very rapidly a In 19lil he was appointed a member of the 
War Council in charge of the Moscow front. As a political commissar, he 
participated in the defense of Moscow together with Marshal Zhukov o In 
19k2 he was promoted to major-general and in this capacity moved to Poland 
iTith the Moscow front and Marshal Zhukov. After the liberation of Poland, 
he was made a Soviet plenipotentiary representative there o In 19i46 he 
received the rank of Marshal and was made deputy minister of the Armed Forces. 
Later on he became Minister of ¥ar and in 19U9 was made a full member of the 
Politburo in charge of all militaay^ affairs. At present he is in 
charge of Special Committee No 1 of the Council of Ministers. This super- 
vises all weapon developments with the exception of atomic energy.
